When we say, cold-heartedly, 
that the newspaper must be finari- 
cially stable to do public servica, 
we do not mean that it must’ be 
grasping until it reaches firm 
footing. There is no gap—no over- 
looking the ethics—early in a 
newspaper's rise so one may come 
back to his policies after it has 
reached the higher brackets. 

The public need must be served 
—first, last, always. It can be 
served without loss of money. In- 
deed, it may mean more money, - 
because the public will be more 
appréciative. 

Service to the public is not a 
question of theory versus practice. 
It is practice. The mere fact that. 
newspapers haye become “big bus- 
iness” does not alter the ‘require- 
ment.

Demo Chairman Is 
Enthusiastic Over

DELAND — Chairman Alex D. 
‘Littlefield of the State Democratic 
Executive Committee here this 
Week pointed to the record to show 
what 15 years of National Demo- 
cratic Administration have meant 
for the people of Florida.

In Years To Come, 
Says Chemical Mfr. 


TAMPA—In a few years the 
world with its present methods 
will not be able to produce enough 
food to feed its leaping population 
R. B. Fuller, mariager of the In- 
ternational Mineral. and. Chemiéal 
Corporation's Florida branch at 
Mulberry, told members of the 
local Kiwanis Club. 

Even now, as a matter of fact, 
not enough food. is being produced 
to adequately feed the world’s pop- 
ulation. 

Fuller pointed out that farmers 
have failed to replace the phos- 
phorus taken from the soil and 
stated that in 25,states not enough 
Phosphate was put back into the 
soil to replace that taken out. 

Fuller estimated that the great 
agricultural state of Illinois could 
use 10 million tons of phosphate, 
and said-it would take that much 
to revitalize its’ soil. 

The amount of good fertile laad 
in the world is depleting rapidly 
and it is imperative that phosphate 
be used if starvation is to be 
avoided. a `

George Smathers 
Offers New Plan For 
Electing President 


WASHINGTON — Advocating a 
more simple, straightforward man- 
ner of electing a president of the 
United States, Florida’s represent- 
active George Smathers introduced 
a resolution in the house last week 
proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment abolishing nominations `n 
conventions for president and vice- 
president and providing for a.gen- 
eral primary within each party to 
choose nominees. 

The resolution. proposes that 
each party in each state would 
have an electorial vote equal to the 
total number of senators and, rep- 
resentatives in congress, the votes 
to be added up to determine the 

nominees. 

For example, the State of Flor- 
ida has eight electoral votes. If 
in a Democratic primary one can- 
didate received 300,000 votes for 
president and an opponent received 
only 100,000 votes, tHe man_re- 
ceiving the highest number of 
votes. would get six electoral votes 
and his opponent two electoral 
votes.
